It was the desolating eruptions of this celebrn 
ted volcano, that tae ancient city of Pompeii, (of 
which we have given a description in our former 
numbers,; owed its fate, as well as those of Her- 
culaneum and .Stabia. It has for many ages at 
traded the notice and attention of mankind, in 
consequence of its desolating eruptions which 
h ive been so often and fatally experienced, and 
therefore attiavls the attention and surprise of 
every oue who reads a description of it. 

Mount Vesuvius is situated in an eastern direc 
tiou liom Nap.es, and distant about seven miles. 
It rises, insulated, upon a vast and well cultiva- 
te 1 plain, presenting two summits on the same 
ba>e, in which particular it resembles Mount Par- 
m-sus. Oue of these. La Somma, is generally 
agreed to have been the Vesuvius of Strabo and 
the ancients; the other, having the greatest ele- 
vation, is t ie mouth of the Volcano, which al- 
most constantly emits smoke. Its height above 
the level of the sea, is 3,900 fett, and it may he 
ascended by three different routes, which are ail 
very -steep and difficult, from the conical form of 
the mountain, and the loose ashes which slide 
from under the feet: still, from the base to the 
summit, the distance, is not more. lhn» three Ital- 
ian miles. The circumference of the platform 
on the top. is 5,024 feet, or nearly a mile. There 
may he seen Portici, Capte.t, lsciun. 1 ausilippo,| 
and the whole coast of me Gulph of Naples, bor- 
dered with Orange trees: the prospect is thato 
a paradise. 

On approarhing the mountain, its aspect does 
rot convey anv impression of terror, nor is it 
gloomy, being cultivated for more than two thirds 
ol its.heighl, and having its brown top alone bar. 
feu, .There, ail verdure ceases; yet, when ii 
appears covered with clouds, which sometimes 
encompasses its middle only, this circumstance! 
rather adds to, than detracts from the magniii 
cento of the spectacle. I pou the lavas which | 
the Volcano long ago ejected, and which like 
great furrows extend into the plain and to the 
sea, are lault houses, villages and towns. Gar- 
dens, vineyards and cultivated fields surround 
them; but a, sentiment of sorrow, blended with 
apprehensions about the future, arises on the re- 
collection that, beneath a soil so fruitful, so smi- 
ling, lie edifices, gardens, and whole towns swal- 
lowed up. Portici rests upon Herculaneum; its 
en irons upon Pesina; and at a little distance is 
Pompeii, in the streets of which alter more than 
seventeen centuries of non-existence, us we have 
alieady stated, the astonished traveller now 
wa.ks. Alter a long interval of repose. In the 
in st year of the. reign of Titus, (the severity ninth 
of the Christian era.) this Volcano suddenly 
out, ejecting thick clouds of ashes and pumice 
Stones, beneath which Herculaneum, Stabiaand] 
Pornpeii, were completely buried. This erup- 
tion was fatal to the elder Pliny the historian, | 
who fell a victim to his humanity and love oi l 
science. Even at this day, in speaking of Tcsu-1 
v ius. the remembrance of his untimely death,] 
ex iles a melancholy regret. All the coast to] 
the east of thegnlph ofNaples, was, on the above] 
occasion, ravaged and destroyed, presenting no-' 
thing hut a long succession of ejected matters '• 
from Herculaneum toStabia. The destruction ] 
did not extend to. the western part, hul stopped! 
it Naples, which suffered comparatively little. | 

Thirty eight eruptions of \ ismius are record-. 
®d in history up to the year 1306. That of 1779 j 
has been described by Sir William Hamilton as 
among the most remarkable from its extraordin- 
ary and terrific appearance. During the whole! 
of July the mountain was in a state of considera-i 
ble fermentation, subterraneous explosions and] 
Tumbling noises being heard, and quantities off 
smc.ke thrown with great violence, sometimes] 
w ith red hot stones, sconce and ashes. On the i 
6th of August the volcano was greatly agitated] 
a white sulpurous smoke, appaiently four times] 
♦he size and height of the Volcano itself, issuing; 
from I be crater, at the same time the vast quan- 
tities of stones, &c. were thrown up to the sup- 
posed height of 2000 feet The liquid lava hav- 
ing cleared Jhe rim of the crater, flowed down 
the sides of the mountain to the distance of four 
aides The air was darketied, by showers of 
reddish ashes, blended with long filaments of a 
vitrified matter resembling glass. 

On the 7tn at midnight a fountain of fire shot up 
from the crater, to an incredible height, casting? 
so bright a light, that the smallest objects were 
Clearly distinguishable at any place within six 
miles of the volcano. On the following evening, 
alter a tremenriuous explosion which broke the 
windows of the houses at Portici, another fountain 
of liquid fire rose to the surprising height of 
1.0,000 feet (nearly two miles.) while pud's of the j 
blackest smoke accompanied the red hot lava, in 
terrupting its splendid brightness here and then 
by patches of the darkest line. The lava was 
partly directed by the wind towards. Ontainano. 
on which so thick a shower of ashes, blended with 
vast pieces of scoria; fell, that had it been of 
longer continuance, that town would have shared 
the fate, of Pompeii.

To the other route none of these objections ap 
ply: it is the shortest practicable route between] 
the two points; the route which the mail now 
travels is fourteen hundred miles the contempla- 
ted one will make it less than a thousand.
